Accordingly, Fukuzo fai Is to teach or suggest an address-input circuit which latches 
address signals and response to a clock signal and outputs the address signals in 
response to a timing signal and a data input circuit which latches data signals in response 
to a strobe signal and outputs the data signals in response to the tinning signal. Since 
Fukuzo fails to teach each and every element of the invention as claimed, applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner reconsider and withdraw his rejection in light of 
applicants amendment and remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 were indicated as allowed in the Office Action dated February 3, 2000. 

Claims 21, 22, 41, and 42 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Claims 21 , 41 and 42 
have been amended to place these claims in independent form and to include all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 22 depends from claim 21 . 
Therefore, claims 21 , 22, 41 , and 42 are now in condition for allowance. 

Conclusion 

Applicants' amendments and remarks have clearly overcome the objections and 
rejections set forth in the Office Action dated February 3, 2000. Specifically, applicants 
amendment to claim 1 8 and remarks overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) rejection of claims 
18-20 and 23-40. The amendments to claims 21, 41, and 42 place these claims in 
independent form and thus, overcomes the objection to these claims. Claims 1-17 have 



been allowed. Therefore, applicants respectfully request consideration and allowance of 
claims 18-42.
